TRUE MAHOGANY

Gives advice to her 


HE chief fault to be found with the 

young business girls of today {s that 
they are not always keen enough about 
their work. That fact will always pre- 
vent a girl from getting on; the chief 
cannot be expected to give her chances 
if he sees that she just cares about earn- 
ing her salary and wants nothing more. 
The present writer, now general mana- 
ager in a commercial house, worked her 
way up from the post of office girl, and 
some of the methods which helped™her 
may help other girls. 

But, before speaking of them, it should 
be noted that one of the most important 
points for office girls is to dress neatly 
and plainly; the appearance of the 
workers will always either raise or 
lower the dignity of the office. Dark 
blue, brown, or black dresses, plainly 
made, look best in an office. Girls simply 
do not understand the enormous differ- 
ence that a quiet, smart appearance 
makes to their prospects of work and 
advancement. 

A clerk’s manner is equally important; 
even the office girl can do a great deal 
to make friends for the firm, by treating 
the clients with invariable courtesy and 
prompt attention, and by going out of 
her way to assist them. If clients’ re- 
quests for interviews have to be refused, 
the clerk can put the refusal.in such a 
way that they will not feel the rebuff. 

Never, of* course, be effusive, just 
quietly courteous and a tive, remem- 
bering that you are the representative 
of the firm. 

When it is the duty of a business girl 
to lay patticulars of the day’s appoint- 
ments before the chief, she should at the 
same time give him the correspondence 
relating thereto; or if the appointment is 
late in the day, and he has a large 
correspéndence, see that he receives the 
correspondence or particulars relating to 
the interview immediately before the 
clierit enters, and to sAve him the time 
of asking the client particulars which he 
has forgotten, or telephoning down for 
them.
